Naturally renewed activity in buy offers for 
large or small amounts wes apparent in coin publication adse It is a’ 
known fact that old Uncle has been running large amounts of coins, 
through the Mint smelters, for quite some time, and will probably 
continue to do soe Then, of course, some Hanky=-Panky went on in the 
illegal melting area. Now, a general melting is, or will, be in the 
offinge The net result of all these happenings will be a rapid dim- 
inishing in the available material for Numismatic collections. This, 
in turn, will bring about a need for many of the so-called common- 
date coins. Will we wake up some day and find that some of thd coins 
that we had thought quite plentiful, are now,in reality, scarce? It 
is this haunting thought that makes it a problem to those who have 
ample holdings of 1964, and earlier coins. Considering the face 
value of the coins, and the time held, will it be feasible to keep 
holding, or will it be more practical to sell?

Isaac Newton, remembered for his discovery and research in the 
field of Gravity, was better known, in his own time, when he was 
appointed Master of the British Mint in 1596. -- Requirement for 
a successful Honey-moon; a little Peach and Quiet. --"Demand Note" 
was the designation given to a variety of Paper Money issued in the 
United States in 1961. Values ranged from five to twenty Dollars.-- 
-'Money of account,'is a term for a denomination that does not exist 
in coin or note form. In the U.S. the Mill, or one-tenth of a cent, 
is a commonly understood "money of account". -- What good is a coin 
club, if you are the only member? Get active. -- There is no such 
thing as an Idle Rumor, Rumors are always busye -- When you add a 
new coin to your collection, especially a hard to come by item, did 
it ever occur to you to wonder a little of the coin's history? Why 
was this particular series issued? How many changes in design have 
been made since the first dies were struck? What about the Designer, 
was this his or her first attempt at the art? Vihat about the tales 
the coin could tell; of it's travel from the press until it ended up 
in your album? Ich lies behind the actual coin, besides the value, 
date or Mint-mark. -- If any wise guy tells you that nothing is 
impossible, tell him to try to get his name off of a Junk Mailing 
liste -- See you in August.
